I  do  not  think  it  would 
pay  to  either  •moisten  the  fertiliser  or  to 
mix  it  with  loam  before  using  it." 

Woodnutt^  Pettit  says:  "I  should  ile- 
eidsdlv  drill  for  wlg-at.  tbe  mlvantages 
beiug,  so  for.  us  my  experience  goes,  as 
two  to  one  in  it*  favor.  As  to  potatoes, 
I  have  not  had  sufficient  exi*ericnee  to 
give  a  well  grounded  opinion  as  to  wheth¬ 
er  it  would  be  well  to  drill  or  not..  My 
plan  I ias  In-n  to  use  about  «’*0t)  pounds  of 
high  grade  fertilizer  in  the  furrow  I  plant 
in  per  acre,  and  this  has  given  satisfac¬ 
tory  result*.  My  experience  for  corn  is 
thait  6b  pounds  of  fertiliaer  appUed  in  tlx* 
hill  always  give  the  ]tlonts  a  good  eend- 
off,  making  After  cultivation  innch  more 
convenient  and  increasing  the  crop,  hut 
on  poor  land  much  more  fertilizer  will 
bo  needed,  and  it  should  be  applied  1«r<»ad- 
cast  in  addition  to  what  has  Ixvn  drilled 
in." 

D.  C.  Lewis,  New  Jersey,  explained  his 
proctic*  as  follows:  “I  have  practiced 
both  plan*  on  the  same  crop.  I  hare 
broadcasted mtlrely  and  hnve  applied  all 
in  the  row  at  the  time  of  planting.  In 
consequence  of  the  blight  striking  tho 
potato  crop  I.  now  apply  alxait  half  the 
fertilizer  ut  the  time  of  planting  and  the 
other  half  as  soon  as  the  potatoes  are 
largo  enough  to  be  cultivated.  I  believe 
this  plan  giVe*  the  crop  a  better  start  und 
enables  me  to  cultivate  sixiner,  and  henco 
induces  a  quicker  growth.  In  this  local¬ 
ity  we  have  three  different  machines  for 
applying  fertilisers,  and  all  do  good  work. 
Mine  is  distributed  at  the  time  of  plant¬ 
ing  by  thq  Aapinwull  planter.  If  1  ap¬ 
plied  the  fsvtillzer  broadcast.  1  would  do 
so  at  the  time  when  preparing  the gronml 
for  planting  and  apply  all  before  plant¬ 
ing.  1  prefer  that  fertilizer*  should  1* 
dry  at  all  limes  and  under  all  circrnn* 
stances." 

Dennis  Finn,  New  Jensey,  said:  “I  get 
the  best  result*  by  drilliug  in  tho  furti- 
lizcrs  for  all  kinds  of  crops.  F or  potatoes 
I  spread  to  prevent  any  loss  of  nitrogen 
which  might  occur.  Then  I  would  also 
get  the  Iwnefit  of  the  phosphoric  acid 
contained  in  it  rather  than  eilmhmteany. 
Very  fine  ground  bone  or  pulverised  tank-* 
age  might  be  moistened,  but  not  enongh 
to  nroduca  beat." 

Mr.  lierwtn.  Connecticut,  writes:  ”In 
cose  of  all  crops  that  send  their  feeders  a 
pood  distance  from  the  plants  we  recom¬ 
mend  A  brbadcaatlng.  Potatoes  being  a 
quick  growing  crop  and  a  searcher  for 
jUnt  food  within  quite  a  limited  area 
most  have  quick  access  to  food  to  yiekl 
tho  beet  remits;  lienee  wo  largely  drill."

In  making 
a  purchase  lx*  sure  your  hires  an*  full  of 
bora  with  just  a  sufficiency  of  honey  to 
roach  the  last  of  May  or  tho  middlo  of 
June.  Better  have  hives  fall  of  bees 
than  those  full  of  honey  with  but  few 
bees.  The  queens  in  such  hires  may  be 
dead,  or,  if  alive,  old  and  deficient  in  fer¬ 
tility.  The  fewness  of  their  offspring  in¬ 
dicates  feebleness  that  is  undesirable.  If 
the  hives  aro  compos»»d  of  movable 
frames,  they  can  be  easily  Inspected. 
Rheumatic  persons  should  try  their 
hands  at  beekeeping.  It  is  generally 
conceded  that  the  formic  acid  infused  by 
liee  stings  is  highly  beneficial  in  curing 
this  {tainful  disease.  Ro  cautions  at  first 
in  the  application  of  the  remedy.  An 
overdose  may  be  more  juiinful  than  tho 
original  disease. 

A  weak  solution  of  carbolic  acid  and 
common  salt  is  considered  by  some  a 
fqxvific  for  boo  b tings.  Honey  commands 
a  good  price  and  will  be  likely  to  do  so 
until  a  new  crop.  Don't  worry  about 
tho  market  being  overstocked.  Rather 
be  anxious  nbont  getting  enough  honey 
to  overstock  it.  Good  honey  will  never 
*I*>il.  Tho  longer  it  is  kopt  the  better  it 
get*.  W hoover  will  become  a  J  ay  Gould 
in  l»eekecping  must,  like  him.  be  pre- 
pan*!  for  emergencies.
